resign the pastorate of the NorVh
mOssier Presbyterian Church according-
to the statement he offered the trustees
at a meeting last night

Dr Wilson announced his Intention of
resigning some time ago but not dntll
the inteilng last night did it become
known that the straitened financial con-
dition of his church brought about this
action Hts resignation will become
effective October 1

In a letter read to the congregation
last night Rev Dr Wilson said

In accordance with my announcement
that I would resign from the pastorate-
of this church I have petitioned the
Presbytery to dissolve my relation with
the church at Its June meeting

The present financial condition of the
church and a lack of healthy growth
financially numerically and spiritually-
on the face of it make my pastorate im-
possible I ask the congregation to Join
with me in my petition to the presby-
tery

Trustees of church are loath to see
Rev Dr Wilson leave and Intend to put
forth every effort to have him change his
decision In order to clear up finan-
cial difficulties that may confront the
church a committee will be appointed to
report May 26 when final action on the
pastors resignation will

It Is believed by the trustees that if
the financial situation can be cleared up
Rev Dr Wilson can be induced to with
draw his resignation Dr Wilson has
been Washington ten years and has
ben pastor of Xorthminster Presbyterian
Church since it was founded There are
about 2CO in the congregation
